a server to couple to a client device having speech recognition functionality; and 

an acoustic model adaptor located at the server to adapt an acoustic model specifically for 
a user of the client device; 

wherein, when there is a network connection between the client device and the server, the 
server and client device together implement a single user speech recognition system in which 
digitized raw speech data of a user or extracted speech feature data of user is received by the 
server sol e ly from the client device such that and the acoustic model adaptor adapts a cli e nt 
d e vic e user-specific acoustic model particularly for the client device based solely on the digitized 
raw speech data of the user or the extracted speech feature data of the user and the server stores 
the adapted user-specific acoustic model for use only by the associated client device and user . 

2. (Original) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein the client device is a mobile 
computing device.

storing a copy of an acoustic model for a user of a client device at a server, the client 
device having speech recognition functionality at a s e rv e r ; 

receiving speech data from the client device; and 

adapting the acoustic model specifically for a user of the client device; 

wherein, when there is a network connection between the client device and the server, the 
server and client device together implement a single user speech recognition system in which 
digitized raw speech data of a user or extracted speech feature data of user is received by the 
server sol e ly from the client device such that and the acoustic model adaptor adapts a cli e nt 
deviee -user-specific acoustic model particularly for the client device based solely on the digitized 
raw speech data of the user or the extracted speech feature data of the user and the server stores 
the adapted user-specific acoustic model for use only by the associated client device and user . 

12. (Original) The method of claim 11, wherein the client device is a mobile 
computing device.

a server to couple to a client device having speech recognition functionality, the client

an acoustic model adaptor located at the server to adapt an acoustic model specifically for 
a user of the client device; 

wherein, when there is a network connection between the client device and the server, the 
server and client device together implement a single user speech recognition system in which 
digitized raw speech data of a user or extracted speech feature data of user is received by the 
server sol e ly from the client device such that and the acoustic model adaptor adapts a client 
deviee -user-specific acoustic model particularly for the client device based solely on the digitized 
raw speech data of the user or the extracted speech feature data of the user and the server stores 
the adapted user-specific acoustic model for use only by the associated client device and user . 

22. (Original) The system of claim 21, wherein the client device is a mobile 
computing device.

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26. (Currently Amended) A machine-readable medium having stored thereon 
instructions, which when executed by a machine, causes the machine to perform the following:

device having speech recognition functionality at a s e rv e r ; 

receiving speech data from the client device; and 

adapting the acoustic model specifically for a user of the client device; 

wherein, when there is a network connection between the client device and the server, the 
server and client device together implement a single user speech recognition system in which 
digitized raw speech data of a user or extracted speech feature data of user is received by the 
server sol e ly from the client device such that and the acoustic model adaptor adapts a cli e nt 
deviee -user-specific acoustic model particularly for the client device based solely on the digitized 
raw speech data of the user or the extracted speech feature data of the user and the server stores 
the adapted user-specific acoustic model for use only by the associated client device and user . 

27. (Original) The machine-readable medium of claim 26, wherein the client device 
is a mobile computing device.
